Toward the Future' 

For his part the Japanese p re- 
nter described the agreement as 
'a step toward the future,” 
ichieved only “after long years 
nd after traversing a difficult 
"oute.”

Toward the Future' Hints of Threats 
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WASHINGTON, Sept. 28 (Reu- 
ters). — Indications of threats 
against foreign diplomats and 
missions in the united States 
prompted yesterday’s move to im- 
pose visa requirements on 
foreigners, the State Department 
said today. 

Meanwhile, Israeli Fmha-ssy 
sources here said that a letter- 
bomb addressed to the embassy 
had been intercepted and render- 
ed harmless by U.S. postal au- 
thorities. The sources said the 
bomb was mailed Iran Amster- 
dam as part of a spate of letter- 
bombs sent by terrorists just over 
a week ago. 

The State Department yester- 
day began requiring visas for all 
foreigners, except Canadians, en- 
tering the United States. In ad-, 
dltion, foreigners changing planes 
at UJS. airports now require 
transit visas. 

The new regulation, which Is 
expected to affect nearly 150,000 
persons before it becomes void 
Jan. X, was issued at this time 
because of the heavy influx of

CAIRO, Sept. 28 (NTT) .—Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat today called 
for fo* formation of a Palestinian 
g ov er nm ent in as an -answer 
to Israel’s attacks on Lebanon and 
promised Egyptian help if the 
Palestinians embarked on such a 
course. 

It was believed to be the first 
time that a leading Arab states- 
man had formally made such a 
proposal. - 

The Egyptian leader also scorn- 
fully rejected, the notion of an in- 
terim agreement to open the Sues 
Cmiyi that was revived by Sec- 
retary of State William. P. Rogers 
at the United Nations Monday. 

“Mr. Rogers is a man -who Is 
not living in this age,’*’ the presi- 
dent said according to the simul- 
taneous translation of his speech 
broadcast by Cairo radio. 

Mr. Sadat revealed 'that he has 
sought to resume the dialogue 
with the Soviet Union by sending 
a prnfflyd letter to Leonid I. 
Brezhnev, the Soviet Communist 
party leader, last month. He 
described the letter as “quite 
friendly and cordial in spirit” and 
added that he was waiting for an 
answer. 

In Memory of Nasser 

The president’s remarks on for- 
eign policy came near the end 
- of a- inw g speech dedicated to 
the memor y of the late President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser, who died 
two yean ago today. Mr. Sadat 
and other teaming government 
figures were speaking to the lead- 
ership of the Arab Socialist union, 
Egypt’s only political party.

MANILA, Sept. 28 (UPD.— The 
Philippine government announced 
tonight that all high schools and 
universities .will remain closed 
for "an indefinite period to’ enable 
military authorities to purge them 
of suspected' Communist sub- 
versives. 

In a general order, president 
Ferdinand E. Marcos also created 
special military tribunals to try 
military personnel accused of 
martial-law offenses and “such 
other cases as may be referred to 
them.” 

Information Secretary Fran- 
cisco S. Tatad said he could not 
say definitely whether more than 
100 civilian prisoners detained at 
two military camps outside Ma- 
nila would also be tried by the 
new tribunals. 

The government today announc- 
ed the arrest of two congressmen 
and a provincial governor sus- 
pected at being “warlords” main- 
taining private armies. 

The iQidated list of detainees as 
of today includes three senators, 
six congressmen, three provincial 
governors, four mayors, two pub- 
lishers and more than a dozen 
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photographers crowded around 
the men shortly before the news 
conference began.

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Bomb in Sofa Eban Urges Mideast Talks 2 Sides Deny 
Blasts Store Outside Framework of UN Paris Talks 



In Belfast 

Three ‘Delivery Men" 
Were Guerrillas 

BELFAST, Sept 38 (AP).~ 
Three guerrilla bombers cooly 
hefted a. sofa into a downtown 
Belfast furniture store today, 
claiming it was a routine delivery, 
and then strolled out leaving no 
warning that it contained a 

JtOO -pound gelignite boobytrep. 

The time bomb was discovered 
by chance when a store salesman 
realized the sofa was suspiciously 
heavy. He alerted British Army 
sappers, who smelled gelignite 
fumes when they j»».nriTi«H the 
sofa. 

Security forces evacuated the 
area only minutes before the sofa 
exploded, wrecking the three- 
story building and two neighbor- 
ing shops and shattering scores 
of windows along the street. 
There were no casualties. 

The explosion came amid an 
upsurge of violence in Northern 
Ireland, marking the inconclu- 
sive end of Ulster peace talks in 
England which most Roman Cath- 
olic politician* boycotted.

1. percent during the first six 
months of this year, the lowest 
January- June rate increase re- 
ported by the FBI since it began 
issuing such reports is I960, the 
justice Department ft T momw**! 
today. 

Attorney General Richard G. 
EMndlenst said the increase in 
both violent and property crime 
during the first six of 

1872 was Z percent. During the 
same period in 1871, violent crime 
increased by ll percent and prop- 
erty crime rose 6 percent, he 
said. 

The figures for January 
thro ugh June are contained in 
the FBI’s uniform crime report, 
which Is based on voluntary re- 
ports from 5,806 local, county and 
state law-enforcement agencies. 

George McGovern, Demo- 
cratic presidential candidate, said 
in a statement that the statistics 
tell only part of the story, that 
for every reported crime there 
are two that are unreported. Be 
said crime increased 33 percent 
and drug addiction doubled, in 
the last three years. 

Mr. Klelndlenst said in a speech 
prepared for delivery tonight to 
the Los Angeles area Chamber 
of Commerce that the spreading 
nee of date-processing is increas- 
ing the reporting of crimes. 

The FBI report divides serious 
crime into two categories— vio- 
lent, which, includes murder, 
forcible rape, robbery and ag- 
gravated assault; and property, 
which includes burglary, larceny 
over $50 and auto theft. 

During the first six months, 
forcible rape Increased 14 percent, 
aggravated assault 6 percent and 
murder 1 percent but robbery of- 
fenses declined 4 percent. 

In the property crime category, 
burglary Increased 4 percent and 
larceny of $50 and over was up 
1 percent while auto theft 
decreased 4 percent. 

Cities having 100,000 or more 
Inhabitants reported a 2 percent 
decrease in the volume of crime- 
index offenses while suburban 
law-enforcement agencies report- 
ed a 5 percent Increase and crime 
in the rural areas was up 7 per- 
cent, according to the report.

For Tired Diplomats: $1,400 a Day

WASHINGTON. Sept. 28 fWP).— The Holiday Inn in 
Gaithersburg, McL, outside Washington, has Just opened what 
it proudly believes Is the world's most luxurious and expensive 
motel lodgings— a seven-room, three-bedroom, four-bath, “presi- 
dential suite" for $1,400 a night 

Designed for "tired executives . . . and foreign diplomats,” 
and decorated at a cost close to $200,000. It includes a water 
bed and a circular, motorized, tilting master bed which Is 
equipped with taps dispensing Scotch and soda, bourbon and 
water, and martini cocktails. 

The price Includes all food and drink, a limousine with 
driver and 24-hour maid service. 

The Washington area’s next most expensive suite is -thought 
to he the presidential suite at the Washington Hilton, winch for 
$325 a night includes two bedrooms and baths, parlor, study 
and limousine service. 

The Hbliday Inn penthouse suite has an executive board 
room, with a filled brandy decanter, an executive office with 
a $5,300 desk and leather box of "vintage cigars," and a dining 
room-living room stocked with old books, China, Chippendale 
furniture and a S3 ,700 Chinese rug. 

But the pride of innkeeper William Diinmore is the master 
bedroom and bath, done in gold and white French rococo- 
modern. 

The seven-tea Vsquare Raman whirlpool bath sits by a 
picture window, giving a view' from the eighth-floor suite of 
a suburban housing development and a nearby motorway. 
A cedar-lined sauna is part of the complex. 

Even the maid's room— the third bedroom— has remote- 
control color TV and gold-plated both fixtures. But the bed 
is not motorized or filled with water. 

Asked If anyone had booked the suite yet — It became avail- 
able last week— Mr. Dunmore said. “WeH, IBM called the other 
day. It's really designed for tired executives and foreign dip- 
lomats, especially ones from Latin America with unlimited 
expense accounts." 

The Gaithersburg Holiday Inn's other roams rent for from 
$19 for a single to a maximum of $78 for three bedrooms.

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PARIS, Sept. 28 OHT).— The 
body of a middle-aged woman 
was found today in the ruins of a 
building that housed Le Drugstore 
Publids on the Champs-Elysfies. 
The building was . destroyed by 
fire last night, along with an 
adjoining structure. A third build- 
ing was heavily damaged. 

Police said that search crews 
Inspecting the seven-story drug- 
store building found the body on 
the first floor. The body has not 
been Identified. 

. Police said, however, that the 
woman probably was a cashier 
who worked in the Drugstore. 

Seven persons, including three 
firemen, were slightly injured in 
the blaze. Four persons were hurt 
in the rush to evacuate the build- 
ing. About 800 persons were on 
the premises when the fire broke 
out. 


Leap Into Street * 
One woman trapped by the 
flames on the first floor leaped 
Into the street. She was caught 
by a group of men who stood 
below the window from which she 
Jumped to break her fall. She 
was not injured. 

Despite the efforts of about 
300 firemen, the blaze destroyed 
the Publicls building, which hous- 
ed a movie theater as well as 
the Drugstore and offices. It also 
burned out all but one flow of 
a neighboring building that con- 
tained the offices of British Euro- 
pean Airways and swept through 
three floors of a third building. 

An estimated 500 policemen 
were called out to control thou- 
sands of spectators, who stood 
across the Champs-EIys&s or in 


neighboring - streets to watch, the 
fire. 

The blaze- lasted about five 
hours and the Champs-Elys&s, 
the Place Chari es-de- Gaulle, in 
which stands the Arc de Trl- 
amphe, and surrounding streets 
were dogged by cars and vast 
crowds. The Champs-fflys&s was 
blocked to traffic until early this 
morning. 

Police opened an inquiry into 
the fire today but played down 
the possibility of arson. Police

Air Force Policy of Ousting 
Pregnant Officers Defended 


WASHINGTON. Sept. 28 
CWPj. — A pregnancy rate of 9 
percent among women In the Air 
Force is ample justification for 
automatically discharging ail 
women officers who become 
pregnant, the Justice Depart- 
ment contends. 

In a brief filed last wed: with 
the Supreme Court, the govern- 
ment urged the tribunal not to 
disturb the Air Force's "effort 
to cope with a serious personnel 
problem" in view of the “com- 
pelling military Interest” in com- 
bat-readiness. 

“Pregnancy," Solicitor General 
Erwin N. Griswold told the court, 
“diverts personnel from the 
primary function of fighting or 
support, and thereby impairs the 
readiness wad . effectiveness of the 
fighting force.” 

The brief opposes a petition by 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union on behalf of Capt. Susan 
B. Struck, who accuses the Pen- 
tagon of unconstitutional sex 
bias for giving her an automatic 
honorable discharge after she 
became pregnant two years ago 
In Vietnam. 

The high court is not obliged 
to hear the case, but the ACLU 
argued that guidance is needed 
to clear up the “confusion" in 
lower courts over the proper 
standards for judging sex dis- 
crimination charges. 

Mr. Griswold denied that sex 


discrimination was involved in 
rules d e ali n g with “a physical 
condition which happens to be 
peculiar to women." He warned 
that the court's hands-off policy 
toward military-personnel mat- 
ters was challenged by the peti- 
tion. 

Citing Air Force figures, MI 1 . 
Griswold said that 9 percent of 
Air Force women became preg- 
nant during three recent years 
— 1JL89 among 13,000 women in 
1969, 1,560 among 14,000 women 
in 1970 and 1,282 qwv»ng 15,650 
women last year. 

He sold that a rule that cans 
for immediate honorable dis- 
charge of pregnant officers 
"clearly serves the function of 
discouraging planned pregnancies 
and encouraging the prevention, 
by m eans of the use of con- 
traceptive devices or otherwise, 
of ^n pinnriAfl pregnancies.” 

Robert T. Czeisler, an ACLU 
attorney in Seattle, where Capt. 
Struck filed her lawsuit, said 
Saturday that the policy of en- 
couraging female officers to use 
contraceptives had not been as- 
serted in the cate until Mr. Gris- 
wold filed his brief. 

The rules require immediate 
discharge of an officer — or, an 
Air Force spokesman said Satur- 
day, an mitef-pd woman— who be- 
comes pregnant.

“the ever increasing cost of air- 
frame and engine development 
and meet 'competition from the 
United States and elsewhere, we 
must move from ad hoc col-

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The Next Four Years 


In less than sis weeks, we, the American 
people, will be choosing the President and 
Vice-President ol the United States for the 
next four years. But we will be doing more 
than that: we will be determining whether 
we want this country to continue along the 
course it has been taking during the past 
four years, or whether we want to restore 
to American political life Its traditional 
values of democratic liberalism and social 
concern. 

In an America striving to realize Its own 
vision of quality and liberty under the rule 
of law, the presidency requires particular 
qualities of character, leadership and moral 
force that transcend the narrow bounds of 
personal ambition and of party politics. ' it 
requires a perception of the things that ore 
wrong with Am eric a^-p olltically , socially, 
economically, morally — as well as the things 
that are right; and a sense of priorities that 
gives precedence to human needs and public 
Integrity over the panoply of wealth and the 
arrogance of power, 

* * * 

The New York Times urges the election of 
George McGovern for President of the 
United States. We believe -that Sen. Mc- 
Govern’s approach to public questions, his 
humanitarian philosophy and humane scale 
of values, bis courage and his forthrightness 
can offer a new kind of leadership In Amer- 
ican political life. We believe he can restore 
a sense of purpose to the American people as 
a whole, a sense of participation to their 
component parts and a sense of integrity to 
their government. 

In these respects, it seems to us, the pres- 
idency of Richard M. Nixon has largely 
tailed. 

Mr. Nixon has indeed had his spectacular 
triumphs; and this newspaper has never 
hesitated to applaud the accomplishments 
of the President and his administration 
when we thought that be was serving the 
best Interests of the American people, even 
when In doing so he was adopting policies 
that he had spent a lifetime In opposing. 
But despite his best efforts — In regard to 
China, the Soviet Union, economic controls 
and so on— -Mr. Nixon has failed both In 
principle and in practice in other areas of 
public policy even more vital than those in 
which he has scored his successes. 

Not only has Mr. Nixon failed to carry out 
his explicit pledge to end the Vietnam con- 
flict, on which he won the election by a 
hair's breadth four years ago; he has pur- 
sued a policy that appears to move In one 
direction while actually moving In another. 
Constantly emphasizing the winding down of 
the war and the withdrawal of American 
troops, Mr. Nlxdn has nevertheless enlarged 
the scope of hostilities, undertaken the big- 
gest bombing campaign In history and com- 
mitted American prestige to an increasingly 
authoritarian regime In Saigon. 

The Vietnam war is but one area where 
President Nixon has failed either to carry out 
his pledge or to give the nation the moral 
and political leadership that would Indeed 
unite us— as be promised to do four years 
ago. This administration appears to be 
without basic philosophy, without deeply 
held values, an administration whose guiding 
principle Is expediency and whose overriding 
purpose is to remain in office. 

* * * 

The pursuit of excellence has been sub- 
ordinated to pursuit of the next election, as 
evidenced by some of Mr. Nixon’s appoint- 
ments In such ultra-sensitive areas of gov- 
ernment as the Department of Justice and 
the Supreme Court, in many of its social, 


economic and fiscal policies; In lax standards 
of- probity and truthfulness In government: 
In favoritism toward special interests; in its 
addiction to secrecy; In its disregard of dvll 
liberties and constitutional rights, the Nixon 
administration has been a failure. 

President Nixon has shown himself willing 
to exacerbate America's racial divisions for 
purely political purposes: he has counte- 
nanced and encouraged an ominous erosion 
of individual rights and First Amendment 
freedoms, and has demonstrated his Indif- 
ference- to such dangers by deliberately 
selecting Spiro T. Agnew as his potential 
successor to the presidency. Protected by 
the White Bouse curtain, he has stood above 
the political battle as the odor of corruption 
and of sleazy campaign practices rises above 
the Washington battlefield. 

A McGovern administration. The Times 
believes, would reverse the unmistakable 
‘ drift in Washington away from government 
of. by and for the people. It Is undeniable 
that since his nomination Sen. McGovern 
has been on the defensive, partly because of 
the Eagleton episode, partly because of Ill- 
considered -comments on specific points that 
he has subsequently modified or corrected, 
and partly because of the confused manage- 
ment of his own campaign. But on his 
record, and on what he has consistently 
stood for In his years of public office — a 
consistency in striking contrast to that of 
his opponent— it Is clear that Mr. McGovern 
will fight for effective and necessary reforms 
in. American social, political and economic 
institutions. 

What this election comes down to is a 
decision on the direction in which the United 
States is going to move for the next four 
years. 

* * * 

Are we going to continue to pursue a 
foreign policy that, for all its success In 
certain areas, is essentially based on militar y 
supremacy, on a strident nationalism and on 
a cynical power game that could alienate 
this country from substantial segments of 
the international community? 

Are we going to continue to pursue a 
domestic policy that, in its fundamentals, is 
contemptuous of civil liberties, oblivious of 
deep social conflicts and racial and economic 
cleavages in the cities of America, and 
oriented toward that very "military-indus- 
trial complex 0 against which .President 
Elsenhower perceptively warned us so many 
years ago? 

On virtually every major Issue from the 
war to taxes, from education to environment, 
from dvil liberties to national defense, 
Mr. McGovern — faltering though many of his 
statements have been— nseems to us to be 
moving with the right priorities, with 
faith in the common man. and within the 
democratic framework. While this news- 
paper does not necessarily accept his pro- 
gram In every detail as he has thus far 
outlined it or as the Democratic platform 
has structured It. we are convinced that the 
direction of American policy in the next four 
years would be in safer hands under a 
McGovern - Shriver administration than 
under the present regime. 

There can be no doubt that Mr. McGovern 
is now far behind In the presidential race. 
But if he succeeds in these next few weeks in 
getting his basic philosophy of democratic 
government across to the electorate, a 
philosophy that rejects the meretricious 
appeal of his opponents. Sen. McGovern may 
yet touch a chord In the American vofcer that 
will respond to his own practical vision of an 
American society that cares and an Amer- 
ican democracy that works.

Vietnam Peace Compromise? 

The solution of the Vietnam conflict is 
believed to be very near. According to 
generally well-informed Saigon sources, Sai- 
gon Is anticipating an accord on a North 
Vietnamese proposal which, without stipulat- 
ing the immediate resignation of President 
Thteu as a precondition, reportedly Includes: 
a cease-fire on the whole territory of Indo- 
china (the two Vletnoms, Laos and Cam- 
bodia i <n exchange for the release of the 
American FOWs. The accord will confront 
the Washington government, and that of 
Saigon even more, with delicate problems. 
But the latter reportedly are already vir- 
tually settled. The North Vietnamese prom- 
ise not to impose a Communist regime on 
South Vietnam Is saving Washington’s face. 
By pledging In exchange to end support to the 
Thleu government, the Americans are some- 
how losing face, but to the benefit of a 
solution that will be presented as an equit- 


able settlement: the freedom given to South 
Vietnam to choose the regime of Its choice 
by free elections, supervised, honest, open to 
everyone. This theorlcally gives the Viet 
Cong a chance.

S in ce IS 70, the Mafia has kid- 
napped the sons of four extreme- 
ly wealthy Sicilians, at least two 
of whom had been paying gener- 
ous protection money for years 
but were nevertheless obliged to 
fork out ransoms reportedly run- 
ning to ss much as a minion 
dollars. The latest victim, a mus-

If not for that 
extraordinarily injudicious last 
move, men like Antonio La Bar- 
bera might still be Bring it up 
In expensive night clubs turfed 
of retiring at nightfall, after 
checking in with the carabinieri,

Not long after ScagUone’s, 
death, when a stool pigeon re- 
portedly lull of Information on 
the subject was murdered too, 
police and carabinieri cracked 
down on Mafia leaders with a 
vigor and venom unknown since 
the dread days of Mussolini’s 
fanatic anti-Mafia crusader, Pre- 
fect Mori. Some HO important 
Mafiosi and about 700 smaller fry 
were rounded up in Sicily and on 
the Italia n mainland including a 
number suspected of a hand in 
De Mauro’s and Seaplane’s 
deaths. Nearly all had been haul- 
ed into court time and again an 
bloodcurdling charges and ac- 
quitted for lack of evidence; - 
Evidence la not easily came by 
when witnesses RT1 d Judges are 
openly and flatly warned thA^ 
they and their families will be 
killed In the event of a guilty 
verdict. The only way to hold 
these celebrated thugs, through 
a special anti-Mafia law passed 
In 1965, was to said them into 
"confino" or enforced residence, 
as far as possible from their 
place of business. 


So me authorities go further: 
"What we’re faced with these 
days is still more squalid and 
brutalized delinquency than be- 
fore, if that’s conceivable,” a 
carabinieri officer told me. "This 
new crowd coming up will stick 
at nothing to grab power, and 
they’re desperate for money. It 
takes a big cash outlay to keep 
the drug traffic and tobacco con- 
traband going, and business 
hasn't been so good lately with 
the top men away. In tact, we 
tear that your own Casa Nostra 
boys are sending relief checks. 
Furthermore, Mafia t>pwi^ a 
lot of money for extras nowa- 
days. AH those capo-Maflosi In 
exile have three or four expensive 
lawyers: Their legal hills alone 
are running to several million 
dollars. Then their families have 
to be supported, ,and witnesses 
have to be paid off, and all the 
otter usual palms have to be kept 
greased. No wonder they kid- 
napped Casslna. Considering how 
hard up they must be, that was 
probably only the beginning.” 

Offscreen, then, the Godfather 
could hardly be said to cut a 
heroic figure in Sicily; he is 
neit her wise, compassionate, gen- 
erous, nor just. He is merely 
a cheap racketeer, and a kilter.

U.S.Soviet Relations 
Changed After Summi

In many ways nothing has 
changed: Soviet guards outside 
the a^waHwaw Embassy in Moscow 
atiH ruddy prevent Russians from 
entering t he building; American 
correspondents In Moscow . are 
still tailed periodically by the 
KGB; anti-American propaganda 
continues apace in the Soviet 
news media. The suspicious Rus- 
sian character, and especially Its 
tear of foreigners, is still In- 
tact. 

And yet, there was a some the 
other day at Moscow’s Vnukovo 
airport which would have been 
inconceivable six months ago. 
Henry Kissinger was leaving 
Moscow, apd a dozen Soviet of- 
ficials had coma to the airport 
to see him off.' Typically, the 
Soviet security mgn were keeping 
the press far from the terminal 
where Kissinger was saying good- 
bye, but two reporters somehow 
got through the line— this cor- 
respondent and John Shaw of 
Time magazine.

Shaw had his camera, and he 
suggested group pictures of Kis- 
singer and his Soviet hosts. 
Eagerly, the Russians gathered 
around the American — a deputy 
foreign minister, the ambassador 
to Washington, several other 
deputy ministers and high of- 
ficials. m various' situations 
they posed with Kissinger, and 
Shaw snapped the pictures.

Priceless Documents Returned to Germany

PHILADELPHIA. Sept. 28 
(Reuters i.* — Two priceless German 
literary documents, missing since 
World War II and recently re- 
discovered in a Philadelphia 
library, will soon be returned to 
their prewar home at the Hesse 
State Library in Kassel. West 
Germany. 

The documents, one of them, 
the Hilderbrandlied, an epic poem 
said to be the oldest known writ- 
ten German literary work, were 
found among the exhibits in the 
library of the Rosenbach Founda- 
tion. The foundation houses the 
collection of the late Dr. A-S.W. 
t\ l and Philip H. Rosenbach, tnter- 
; s’ j nationally known book and art 
collectors. 

In a ceremony at foundation 
headquarters over the weekend, 
the documents were returned to a 
j West German representative. Dr. 
Jurgen Kalfabrenner, cultural 
counselor of the West German 
, embassy in Washington. 

■' J After being displayed at the 
German embassy in Washington, 


the documents will be sent back 
to Germany. 

The epic poem whs composed 
about AD 540 and put into wilt- 
ten form on two pieces of parch- 
ment 300 years later In the 
province or Hesse, according to 
Dr. Kalkbrenner. The other docu- 
ment is the Willehlam Codes 
written during the Crusades 

Both pieces became part of the 
library of the Duke of Hesse. 
Eventually that collection became 
the Hesse State Library. 

At the start of World War H 
the documents were packed in 
a box and placed in a bunker in 
Bad Wfldumen, near Kassel. At 


the end of the war. while the 
region was still occupied by U.S. 
troops, the library' staff found the 
documents to be missing from tho 
bunker. 

In 1950. the second page of the 
two-page Hildebrandiied was 
found— with US. State Depart- 
ment aid— in a private library 
in Los Angeles. 

Earlier this year, the aide or 
a former Rosenbach Foundation, 
trustee, Lessing J. Rosen wa Id. was 
enlisted in the search for the 
other stfll-missins pieces. Mr. 
Rosen wald searched the founda- 
tion's collection and found them 
there.

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Paris Points Way to Undoing Subway Bottlenecks 


pARIS. Sept 28 (IHn.— An- 
_ cient yet moving with the 
times as always. Paris pointed 
the way this week to a solution 
of the problem that is slowly 
choking the life out of the great 
cities of the world: the chaotic 
tangle of transportation. A clue 
to the potential breakthrough ap- 
pears in Thursday’s issue of the 
IHT— a photograph of a M5tro 
train on the main east-west line 
(Vincennes-Neuflly) that carries 
advertisements but no passengers. 

The first of its kind, the Me- 
tro's nan-passenger train carries 
not only ads but also logic: Pe- 
destrians. having clogged the 
streets and contributed to the 
slowdown of motorized traffic, 
went underground in such num- 
bers as to dog the Mttro trains 
unbearably, especially during 
rush hours. An antiquated sys- 
tem, built in 1900 to transport a 
few hundred thousand Parisians, 
it is now carrying an annual pas- 
senger load estimated at about 
8 million a kilometer— against 
about 6 million a kilometer in 
New York. A5 million in Ber- 
lin. and about 3.5 million in 
London. The strain on operat- 
ing personnel as well as on pas- 
sengers has increased over the 
years along comparable lines. 

The Metro system's engineers 
and planners, who have been 
grappling with this problem for 
set-era 1 generations, came up with 
various measures aimed at eas- 
ing it. psychological as well as 
technical. About h) years ago. 
in a step analogous to painting 
a carbuncle with mercurocbrome 
instead of lancing it, they began 
to pump perfume into some of 
the gamier Metro tunnels— the 


scent of carnations, the pungent 
aroma of pine forests. 

A brave and ingenious step, 
but a palliative that sidestepped 
the core of the problem: How 
can you give showers to people 
in motion who are pressed for 
time? 

Plan B 

Five years later the Metro en- 
gineers took a deep breath and 
unveiled Plan B: automation. 
Motormen an the ChAtelet-LUas 
line stood by, their arms folded, 
as the trains ran themselves. 
This was only the beginning of a 
master plan with a target date 
of 1974. By that time automa- 
tion is due to swallow up the 
jobs of those implacable women 
whose main function appears to 
be knitting, which they interrupt

tickets. 

Ten years ago a Paris council- 
man suggested that Metro trans- 
port should be free of charge. 
This, he said, would save $16 
million a year and also free the 
ticket-punchers for “more useful 
and humane jobs." Knitting 
seems like a useful and humane 
enough job. but the councilman 
certainly had a point, though he 
failed to carry it far enough. 

Now, however, the track is 
clear, and ah systems are go. Any 
Metro traveler who has ever, 
for example, alighted at the

Metropolitan Museum to Sell Rare 
Coins, French Impressionist Art 

NEW YORK, Sept. 28 CUPH.— The Metropolitan Museum of 
Art. New York, which announced last week the sale of its rare coin 
collection, will sell 11 paintings from its French impressionist collec- 
tion. it was announced yesterday. 

The announcement came from Sotheby Farke-Bernet, the auc- 
tion house where the Met paintings wiU be sold Oct. 25. The Mel's 
52-million coin collection will be dispersed at three sales in Switzer- 
land beginning in November. 

The cream of the paintings which will be sold are Monet's 
“Cliffs at Pourvflle." Sisley's “Washerwomen." Renoir's “House at 
Cagnes" and "Portrait of a Young Girl.” a Toulouse-Lautrec and a 
Degas. Other painters represented in the sale are Boudin, Morisot 
and Guillaumln. 

Officials at the museum bad no immediate comment on the dis- 
closure. but it has been known for some time that Met director 
Thoms P.P. Hovtng favored paring down the French collection by 
eliminating paintings by artists who often are represented by a 
dozen or more works. The money from the sale will reportedly be 
spent to fin holes in other collections.

You’re clearly not in favor of that, is that cor- 
rect? 

A- Yes. There a re two differences. We do not 
oeheve to mechanical criteria for devaluation or 
revaluation. You cannot forget the fact that the 
change of parity is an attribute of national 
sovereignty and many couniries In the World 
which objectively should now change parities are 
not doing so. So it is a little utopian to fawggtna 
that we will force them to do so. 

Q. How would yon achieve whatever measure 
of flexibility should be put into system, or 
don’t yon think it is essential to have much 
flexibility? 

A. I t h i nk that there is a certain degree of 
flexibility that is something positive in func- 
tioning of the system. For instance, we have 
as you know a (wider) margin the Smith- 
sonian agreement. This margin has been useful. 
We also gave our agreement to Mr. Shultz's

Q. In other words, if I understand yon cor- 
rectly, Mr. Minister, you are saying that at this 
point you suggest an absolute ban on the dollar 
or any other national cu r re n cy as a reserve unit. 

A, As a reserve unit beyond certain normal use 
for what we call working balances, the use of 
every national currency must be banned. That’s 
the wimniiin European view. 

Q. In that case, would the creation of reserves 
be largely dependent cm SDRs? if the dollar is 
‘not to be the key reserve unit in fact anymore, 
what will be? 

SDRs Based on Gold 

A. It would be the SDR with a value expressed 
In terms of gold. We must never forget that 
we are now living in a very new world. For 
example, trade will be open with the Eastern 
countries. The Japanese will perhaps open trade 
with China. And so the world monetary struc- 
ture will not be limited to countries using the 
SDRs, but countries having quite a different 
monetary structure. So the necessity to keep a 
rvnrrmnn value which will not be submitted to 
TULtinnni or even to group influences will be, I 
think, an absolute requirement for the future. 

' Q. Does this contemplate there would be au 
annual issue of SDRs to satisfy the world's needs 
for reserves and liquidity? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Can you say about bow much each year? 

’ A. No, it Is not possible. I think any figure 
would be wrong. But what Is suggested is that 
we decide now for a period of two years — 1972- 
1974 — on a limited creation of SDRs. 

Q. Mr. Minister, do you regard your speech 
as an attempt at conciliation or to meet the 
Awariwm initiative half way?

U.S. Upturn 
To Continue, 
Experts Say 

Real GNP Seen Rising 
6 Percent Next Year

NEW YORK, Sept. 28 (NYT). — 
Continued ELS. economic expan- 
sion next year was widely pre- 
dicted by economists participating 
In a 1973 business outlook con- 
ference here yesterday. 

Declaring that the current, two- 
year- old recovery “still exhibits 
few signs of aging, ” Alan Green- 
span, president bf Townrend- 
Greenspan & Co., forecast “a 
maintenance of strong growth 
trends for the next year at least.” 

Be went on to project a gross 
national product next year of 
$2253 bflhon, a rise of $111 bil- 
lion over 1972. with real GNP 
rising S3 percent and prices an 
average of 3.6 percent. 

In company with others taking 
part In the daylong meeting spon- 
sored by the Conference Board, 
a nonpartisan business research 
organisation, Mr. Greenspan ex- 
pressed the view that the nature 
of the recovery and the mix of 
ingredients involved would change 
next year. 

Fewer Boosing Starts 

“As a result of the high level 
bf housing starts «nd shortages 
of materials,” Mr. Greenspan said, 
“a very substantial bufld-np in 
units under construction has oc- 
curred. 

“These units must soon come 
onto the market at an accelerat- 
ing pace, markedly increasing 
vacancy rates and eventually de- 
pressing new starts. But as home- 
building eases, capital expendi- 
tures should accelerate, with some 
improvement in plant and equip- 
ment expenditures devoted to 
capacity expansion.’* 

Several speakers touched on 
the questions of inflationary pres- 
sures In an expanding economy 
and the impact of the federal 
budget deficit on interest rates, 
prices and profits. 

“There is,” said Albert T. Som- 
mers, senior vice-president and 
chief economist of the Conference 
Board, “a controls dilemma of 
mounting magnitude. If the con- 
trols are administered loosely and 
easily, 2973 poses the threat of a 
reappearance of a wage-price 
spiral. If they are administered 
tightly, and thus far they have 
been administered rather tightly, 
they tend to elevate real spend- 
able earnings, but at the same time 
they impair the flow of prolife." 

Thomas G. Moore, professor of 
economics at Michigan State Uni- 
versity, felt that substantial in- 
flation seemed likely in the long 
run. “In fact.” he declared, "by 
the end of 1973 with or without 
controls prices are likely to be 
moving up more rapidly than at 
the moment, since the economy 
by that point should have moved 
closer to full employment. At the 
end of 1973 the unemployment 
rate may easily be down to 4.5 
percent.” 

In a luncheon address, Richard 
C. Gerstenberg, chairman of 
General Motors, said the auto- 
xnobfle industry would sell 13.5 
milli on to 14 minion cars and 
trucks in the United States alone 
next year, up from 132 million 
In the 1972 model year. “Our cur- 
rent restrictions on pricing do 
not allow an equal opt imism on 
profits” said the GM chairman, 
who later noted that the com- 
pany's third-quarter profits would 
be below the comparable period 
last year.

Interest Rates Cloud Market

NEW YORK, Sept. 28 ( WP).— ' 
Based on the polls showing Pres- 
ident Nixon far out in front in 
the election campaign, one would 
think that Wall Street would be 
having a feast. If the pulse-takers 
are right, the “threat** of George 
McGovern, with his income re- 
distribution and tax reform plans, 
has been eliminated and the 
stock market should be bounc- 
ing along. 

Then why did the list drag 
through a good part of the sum- 
mer and why have stocks closed 
with an overall loss on all but 
three trading days this month? 
The answer Is that, while Sen. 
McGovern's ideas absolutely ter- 
rify the brokers, 1973 figures to 
have its own problems no matter 
wbo wins. 

Big money Investors such as 
mutual funds and other institu- 
tions see enough clouds on the 
horizon to make them think twice 
about putting money into the 
market right now. 

Taxes and Interest rates take 
priority. Both are going up, no 
matter who wins, and both will 
have to be held back as much as 
possible If the business recovery — 
and corporate earnings— are to 
keep moving along. 

Most analysts consider a tax 
Increase a certainty. If not next 
year then In 1974. The question 


is where the axe will fall— on in- 
dividuals or corporations. Some, 
like Robert Johnson of Paine, 
Webber, Jackson Sc Curtis, think 
it will hit to both sectors. Re 
sees a 50 percent corporate tax 
rate-two points higher than now 
—as early as next January, which 
will cut next year's Increase in 
after-tax earnings to 10 percent 
from this year's 15 percent. He 
also expects the value-added tax 
to became a fact by mld-1973. 

On the interest rate front, there 
is near-unanimity: Up. up and 
up. The question seems to be 
when and how the government 
will step In to stop the rate hikes. 
There are two main concerns: 
That the Federal Reserve will pull 
back on the money reins, causing 
a new credit crunch or that the 
Increased demand for credit- 
spurred by the expansion— might 
boost rates enough to bring on 
controls. 

There axe others reasons for 
caution also. The Vietnam war 
is still a prime concern. The 
mental barrier of the 1,000 level 
in the Dow Jones industrial aver- 
ages Is often dted as another 
snag. 'Both of those could work 
in the market's favor, many anal- 
ysts feel. If the war is suddenly 
ended, there would be a big men- 
tal lift. And a break through the 
1.000-mark could also set off a 
buying spree.) 


Turnover expanded somewhat 
to 14.71 million shores from 14.62 
million yesterday when the Dow 
average made its best advance in 
more than six weeks and climbed 
10.69. 

That recovery was spurred 
mainly by reports of progress in 
the Vietnam peace talks to Paris. 
Today, the one-day rally ended 
abruptly at the opening of trad- 
ing following a statement from 
Hanoi that denied rumors that a 
cease-fire was imminent in Viet- 
nam. 

Larry Watchtel. vice-president 
of Bache & Co., attributed today’s 
late recovery to the fact that 
the market has been oversold for 
many weeks and is "poised for a 
recovery.” 

Mr. Watchtel noted that this 
recovery could be led by mutual 
f unds and other institutional in- 
vestors who have accumisted 
large cash positions as well as 
short covering by other traders.

The report 
says productivity improved after the strike and 
absenteeism dropped. But the seven-week shut- 
down caused "serious deterioration" in such, 
things as access roads. In addition, the bo?rd 
says inflation boosted its purchase costs by 11 
percent during the year. 

Hoechst Expects to Repeal Dividend 

Hoecfcst expects to declare an unchanged 15 
percent dividend this year. Rolf Sammet. man- 
aging board chairman of West Germany’s largest 
chemical company, anticipates some improvement 
to pre-tax profit for this year, but declines to say 
how the net figure might compare with last year’s. 
Pre-tax consolidated profit rose 9.5 percent to 
544 million DM in the first eight months this 
year while consolidated sales gained 6.9 percent 
to 8.8 billion DM. Mr. Sammet says Hoechst’s

Brans of prints, worth hundreds of thousands of dollars, 
have been recovered this month by collections in Washington. 
New Haven, Brooklyn and Manhattan. 


An Arrest 


The first of these were three old-master prints found when 
Theodore 33. Donson, 34, a New York lawyer, was arrested 
Sept. 6 during a police stakeout in the print roams of the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art. Mr. Donson Mri been in trouble with 
the law before He had been convicted of trying to sell private 
-letters by Jacqueline Kennedy Chassis that had been stolen 
'from the law firm where he worked. 

His arrest sent waves of anxiety through the print rooms of 
other great museums where he was well known. They began to 
inventory their collections to see if other prints were gone. 

Than, on Sept. 17, following an anonymous telephone tip, 
police Aened two coin lockers in Grand Central Station and 
discover* 45 prints worth, in the aggregate, perhaps $200,000. 
They bad been stolen from the collections of the Met, the New 
York Public Library end the Museum of Modem Art. 

Mr. Danson had long been kn ow n as a dealer collector. 
No search. warrant was issued at t he ti me of his arrest. 

New York City police and the FBI are continuing to inves- 
tigate both the Donson case and the Grand Central Station 
prints, but they do not claim the two are in any way connected. 
Police will say only that they are investigating the possibility of 
a link between Mr. Danson the prints recovered through the 
wmfls since the day of his arrest. 

One of those parcels, like the others postmarked in New York 
and wrapped in plain brown paper, has been received by the 
Library of Congress here. It contained a dozen prints— by 
Rembrandt, Durer, Mary Cassett and other masters. Before the 
parcel was received, the library had not realized that the works 
were gone. 

Another parcel was mailed to the National Gallery 9! Art in 
Washington, its arrival was confirmed Monday by J. Carter 
Brown* the gallery director. It contained prints missing from 
Alvertharpe, Lessing J. Rosenwald's private museum In suburban 
Philadelphia that now houses the gallery’s invaluable print col- 
lection. 

A 19th-century Degas lithograph has been received by the 
Brooklyn Museum. A $15,000 Durer has been returned to Yale 
University. Two Rembrandt etchings have been mailed to 
Associated American Artists, a commercial gallery in New York. 



Two more Rembrandts have been recovered by the salesrooms 
of Parke-Bemet. 

Some of these works were- discovered to' be missing as long 
ago as October, 1968. Others, according to inventories, were in 
collections as recently as July. 

Curators who have begun to inventory their collections are 
worried not only about thefts, but about the possibility of sophis- 
ticated substitutions. They explained that a sophisticated thief 
given the run of their collections might, have replaced a Valuable 
Impression with a much less expensive one. Only ah expert, 
they said, could tell one from the other. 

Detective Marie Cirele, of the New York Police Department’s 
art identification team, who arrested Mr. Donson. last week 
there was no evidence that Mr. Donson bad' ever substituted 
prints. 

Substitution 


But sophisticated substitution was involved in the disap- 
pearance of the Rembrandt etching that was recently returned 
to the Cooper-Hewitt, officials there say. 

The etching, "Saint Jerome Reading in an Italian Land- 
scape,” was Included in a «r»a.u exhibition that opened on 
Nov. 20, 1969. It was hanging on the wall in a plain wooden 
frame. On Jan. 15, 1970. according to Lisa Taylor, the museum 
director, a scholar “visiting the show looked at the *St. Jdrdme’ 
and said, ‘My God, what’s that?’ ” 

The frame was still in place, but a photographic reproduc- 
tion of the *'St. Jerome” tom out of a catalogue had been 
substituted for the etching. "The thief, whoever he was. had 
apparently taken exact measurements of the print.” said T.ita. 
Taylor. "He'd then returned with the reproduction' in a mat; 
switched the two, replaced the tape that sealed the frame gr|f j 
returned the phony to the wall. We called in the FBI. They 
told us that anyone that sophisticated would have no trouble 
selling the print abroad.” 

The "8t. Jerdme” was returned earlier this month by cer- 
tified mail to the Cooper-Hewitt Museum of Decorative Arts nM , 
Design, now a branch of the fimithsnmia^ institution.
